1. EODAXA Toehio , the real leader of Japanese^rightists , hag 

t\ recently been actively campaigning to bring all rightists to 
his side. He has had success with many gamblers, gangsters, 
and ordinary rightists, but some rightists suspect that 
EODAXA f s program is intended to solidify the position of SOKO 
Ichiro as a candidate for Prime Minister, and EODAXA has 
frequently attempted to break down anti-BOWO rightists. The 
only major anti -EODAMA factions in the right are the Cura ent 
Situation Countermeasures Council (Jikyoku Taisaku Eyogil »i) , 
the Japan Youth League (Nippon Selnen Rommel) headed by 
TOYOTA Eazuo and reportedly loyal to S£TO Elsaku, and tb< 
Ginbu Eat headed by TAKEI Kelzo. 

2. EODAXA has been supporting the Oijin Association since J\ no 
1959 and is responsible for its growth. He controls it com- 
pletely and has made its head, TAKAHASHI Oijin, one of his 
trusted supporters. EODAXA Invited representatives of 
gambling and gangster organizations including the Matsubi Eal, 
the Kokusui Sal, and the Oijin Association to a dinner at the 
Hotel Okura on 4 October* 1962 . 1

KOKO faction through K0DAMA, 

6. KODAHA Is giving monetary aid to KOJJHA Haruyuki, director 
of the Kojina Ideological Research Institute (Kojina Shlso 
Kenkyusho) , to the Japanese Political Materials (Hippon 
Seiji Shiryo) published by SRtftii faneo of the Great Japan
